It required the efforts of 50 men, 
working for 12 hours at Detroit Fri­ 
day, La load the nine cars compos­ 
ing the train. The shipping bills show 
that more than 5,000 cases, kegs, ‘bar­ 
rels and demijohns were consigned 
to one St. Paul wholesale liquor firm. 
Agent Brents, in charge of the raid 
permitted the saloon keepers to sell 
or return all liquor in their estab­ 
lishments providing the various sa­ 
loons 
were entirely cleared 
by 
7 
o’clock Friday evening. Only 20 gal­ 
lons of whiskey, 24 gallons of wine, 
40 cases and one barrel of beer were 
destroyed in the raid at Detroit. Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Brents, even this much 
would not have been poured into the 
gutters had the proprietors not tried 
to smuggle it from theft* buildings. 
Four saloons and two agencies for 
Coreign breweries wvTe 
closed 
by 
Brents and his deputies in Friday’s 
raid at Detroit. The saloonmen have 
informed the Indian agents that they 
will under no circumstances reopen 
their peaces of business. 
Speaking of the woTk accomplish­

SUPREME COURT 


Oklahoman Appeals for Setting Aside 
of Life Sentence. 


Washington, 
Nov. 
29.—Sentenced 
to imprisonment for life on a charge 
of murder, Win. Hendrix of Oklaho­ 
ma today, through his attorney, ap­ 
pealed in oral argument to the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States to 
set aside his sentence.
